RESTORES 1905 MITCHELL 5 


About six months ago a friend in Temple, 
Texas, handed me a copy of one of Floyd Clymer’s 
scrap books. After reading it through I felt 
that I just had to have an old car of some sort. 
After much inquiry and several trips I located a 
1905 Mitchell near Temple which seemed to be in 
good condition because the engine could be turn- 
ed over with the crank although the car had not 
been used for many years. I made a deal for it 
and although the previous owner told me _ that I 
could start it up and drive it back home, 200 
miles, I thought it best to take it on a trailer 
which I rented for the purpose. 


I want to say right here that it is a mis- 
take to ever buy an old car with the idea that 
you'll fix it up during your spare time. I had 
that idea but as soon as I had the car home _ and 
unloaded, and had finished my dinner, I went 
right back to my shop and to work. I worked on 
this machine night and day for about two months, 
and at the same time answered a lot of questions 
that NONE of the other fellows who operate 
horseless carriages are asked such as “Where did 
you get it? What make is it? What model is it? 
(It is a C-4 model), How fast will it go? Why 
did you buy it? How much did it cost? How many 
cylinders has it? Why did they make the cylin- 
ders separate? Why didn’t they put a windshield 


on it?” - and Lord only knows how many millions 
more. Of course, now and then an old timer would 
come along who would be of some help. He knew 
something about this kind of machine. 

When the old car bug . bites, it bites 
hard and I couldn’t keep my hands off of the 
Mitchell. I operate a general machine shop so 


am to some extent independent as I can make any 
parts I need. However, fortunately, I did not 
need many parts although this contraption did 
get in bed with me several times. 


After I had the machine scattered all over 
the shop and had made a close inspection of the 
parts I decided that I had better hunt up some 
organization that I could line up with because I 
didn’t want anything illegitimate - better have 
a birth certificate. So in my correspordence 
with Mr. Clymer he slipped me an application for 
membership blank in The Horseless Carriage Club 
which I returned at once with the necessary fee 
in order to become a member. 


During the lapse of time waiting for my 
membership and the emblem to arrive I cont inued 
my work.

during the hours I worked on the car. Thay gave 

me their sympathy and were very helpful during 

the restoration. (Maybe this is the answer to 

the wife trouble some of our members report. 
. Editor). 


I never like to start anything like this 
and have 9 certain date to finish, but one day I 
was asked if I would use the machine in the saf- 
ety parade and of course I agreed as I was just 
dying to get it before the public, those who ask 
questions. 


The parade was scheduled for Friday, May 
13th, 1949, and if the City of Abilene did not 
have a traffic death within the city limits by 
that time it would be a record for the United 
States for towns of from 50 to 100 thousand pop- 
ulation. 702 days without a death caused by an 
automobile. At 11:30 o’clock A.M. on May 13th, 
1949 the record was made and the paradé moved at 
4:30 o'clock P.M. My Mitchell, model C-4 Run- 
about (that much I know is right because I found 
the tag right on it), along with my daughter, two 
of the bleacher spectators, and myself, were off 
to our position in the parade line-up Of course 
I had road tested the car. The Mitchell made 
the 10 mile drive without leaking a drop of wat- 
er, did not boil, and made very little smoke. I 
was very well pleased with its performance. Right 
here I want to say that if you don’t get suffic- 
ient recognition in your 1949 Cadillac, just get 
a 1905 Mitchell. 


I think the car is a 1905 but would like 
to hear from members as to the exact year of 
manufacture. I received my HCC emblem the morn- 
ing of the parade and it did cause a lot of fav- 
orable comment.

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The DAWNING of MOTOR PROPULSION 


by Thomas M. Galey, “a'‘pioneer chauffeur” 


The year 1895 witnessed the 
ious consideration that a 
be dawning. About 300 


first ser- 
Horseless Age might 
crude types of vehicle, 
mostly electric, were constructed in the Uni- 
ted States that year. It was not until 1899 
that the manufacture of automobiles really began 
to take the form of an industry, witha yearly 
production of perhaps 4,000 cars, a “reported 
figure I question. 


In June, 1899, a Chicago newspaper conduct- 
ed a survey on the use of automobiles in large 
cities. It discovered that New York had _ 150 to 
200 machines, Philadelphia (where they were not 
allowed in the parks), less than 50; Cleveland, 
12; St. Louis, 6; Indianapolis, 3 private mach- 
ines and some delivery wagons; Washington, 1 for 
“advertising purposes,’ and Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, none. Chicago had “several” and all Calif- 
ornia “no less than 3." In Boston, which had 2 or 
3, Back Bay folks were just beginning to order 
machines. 


The next two or three years saw only very 
slight increases. In 1903 and 1904, a number of 
companies were organized which have formed the 
backbone or the industry. During these 2 years, 
there were 11,000 and 22,000 cars produced, 
respectively. From then on yearly production in- 
creased rapidly until 1915 when it leaped for- 
ward under forced draft of enormous war earnings 
and other economic influences. 


Since the beginning of recorded history, 
man had given less thought to mechanical propul- 
sion by motor vehicle than he had to the dream 
of flying through the air. As the automobile ev- 
olved, the proposition of aerial flight grew. The 
Horseless Age, seven years before Kitty Hawk, in 
its July, 1896 issue, states: 


"NOW FOR THE FLYING MACHINE. The fly- 
ing machine is developing side by 
side with the motor wagon. Scores of 
able inventors have devoted years of 
careful study to the problem of bal- 
ancing in mid-air and making headway 
against the wind. From recent. re- 
ports their efforts seemed to have 
been crowned with success and, this 
difficulty having been overcome, we 
may soon expect to see motor flying 
machines capable of carrying a man 


through the air at a high rate of 
speed, and with reasonable safety.” 
In the same issue of the Horseless Age, 


Charles E. Duryea says: 


“The experiments of such men as Max- 
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im, Langley, Chanute and others no 
less prominent, but not as _ well- 
known in America, assures us that 
‘ere many months we shall be able,by 
the application of this light motive 
means, to travel through the air at 
high speeds and with an amount of 
pleasure not before experienced in 
any means of locomotion.” 


In Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, THE INDEX, a 
publication catering to social activities, makes 
first mention of motor vehicles in its issue of 
June 24, 1899. It records: 


“Talking about horseless cabs, it is 
remarkable how their numbers are in- 
creasing in New York. You can pick 
up one of these cumbersome looking 
vehicles anywhere in the upper part 
of New York and the cost of hire is 
only that of the ordinary hansom. No 
one turns to look at an automobile 
now except to get out of the way for 
it has a habit of swooping down upon 
one noislessly and swiftly (elect- 
rics, of course).” 


Quoting the INDEX further, the issue of 
September 30, 1899, says: 

"The automobile has not yet taken 

the place of the horse, nor do we 


anticipate that it will. It was pro- 
phisied that the bicycle would do 
away with the horse. Has it? Do the 
men who have opened the racetrack on 
Brunots Island think the horse will 
go? Is there any mode of travel that 
is as exhilirating,as exciting as on 
or behind a good horse?” 


"The automobile will have its 
place and we welcome it, but we love 
the horse too much to think of him 
as disappearing.” 


The author of the above gave full force 
to his indignation in the next issue or the IN- 
DEX, October 7, 1899, when he published the fol- 
lowing: 


TO AN AUTOMOBILE 


Thou horseless caine. thou modern toy! 
That worketh by a lever. 
Created since I was a boy, 
I’1ll love thee never, never. 


Unwieldly, meaningless thou art, 
ntithesis of beauty. 

A coarse machine without a heart, 
But fit for base-born duty. 


Yet stay: My lady love inside; 
No reins - do thy endeavor. 
Get up - eieng side streets now glide, 
While hug on forever.

Dear Ben: 


In the June 1948 issue of the Gazette you were kind enough 
to publish a picture of the "ONO" with a request to the 
membership for information. One of those who wrote was 

Wr. Henry Vogt of Sacramento, who sent photos of the car 

and copies of newspaper clippings. The clippings told of 
the "Montamarathon" Race at Tacoms, Washington, on July 4, 
1914. It was in this race that Bert Dingley, in an attempt 
to regain second place in the next to last lap blew a right 
front tire, causing the car to overturn. Dingley and his 
mechanician, Ed Swanson, went to the hospital where for the 
first week Dingley's recovery was considered impossible. 

On July 3, 1914, Dingley had driven the "ONO" to fourth place 
in the "Golden Potlatch" at an average speed of just over 
seventy miles per hour. Enclosed are copies of the photos 
which you may publish if you wish. They show the car before 
and after the "Montamerathon." 


Mr. Vogt's information end the other information received 
just about completed the racing history of the "ONO" and, 
except for a single letter that I received from a famous 
racing driver of yesteryear, I could conclude my search. 
That letter was signed by Bert Dingley and began es follows: 
"We bought the "120" Fiet that Teddy Tetzlaff drove to vic- 
tory at Santa Monica in 1912 - I do believe that Fiat came 
to this country in 1910. We bought the Fiat from the Savage 
Tire Company of Los Angeles. The Fiat was rebuilt into the 
"ONO" under the supervision of myself and Ed Swanson in the 
shops of Wm. R. Ruess Auto Company, then located at 10th 

and Olive Streets. We removed the Fiat Engine and installed 
Pope Hartford (Portola) engine with a bore of 4-3/4" and a 
stroke of 5-1/2" - 389 cubic inch displacement .... ."

His ‘New’ Cadillac Boasts 
Side Crank, Lone Cylinder 


By A. C. GREENE 

H. B. Carroll, 910 Mulberry St., 
has a new Cadillac which is 42 
years old. 

It’s a little ’06, one-cylinder job 
with carbide headlamps and lots 
and lots of brass trimmings. 

When you ride in it, a veil and 
duster are definitely a la mode. 
Original equipment did NOT include 
a top. 

Carroll laughs and swears he’s 
going to get himself the proper 
attire for motoring in his horseless 
carriage. 

It all. started last January when 
he bought a 1910 Brush from a 
man out at Elmdale. 

“I'd been wanting to get me an 
old car for a long time,’’ Carroll 
says. He has a garage at 914 Pine 
St. and naturally likes to tinker 
with cars. Sort of a busman’s holi- 
day. 

When he bought the Brush and 
restored it, a man told him about 
the Cadillac, which was stored down 
at Goldthwaite. 

“T had a heck of a time getting 

the man who owned it to sell it to 
me,” he said. He finally got it 
March 25. 
* The owner, Jacob Saylor, bought 
the car in 1908 and drove it a 
couple of years. He set it up in 
1910 in a two-story barn on his 
farm. It had never run anymore 
until last week. 

“The old barn had settled so 
much in the 38 years that we had 


to dig a 12 inch trench to get 
the car out,”’ Carroll related. 

“After I got it back up here 
in my shop, people looked at it 
and laughed. It looked so shabby 
that they didn’t believe I could 
ever make it go again.” 

He grinned, “I just tell them 
that making a Car-roll is my 
name!” 

The little Cadillac today is spot- 
less and gleams like a new-minted 
dollar. Carroll worked it over com- 
pletely, using nothing but original 
parts, except for a coil box and 
lens for one light. 

The single cylinder has a five 
inch bore with a five inch stroke 
and is a 10 horsepower. The chain- 
driven vehicle will do 30 miles an 
hour and has a flywheel which 
looks to weigh 60 pounds. 

It “cadillacs” with a soft chug- 
chug, spaced at few second in- 
tervals. 

“There was nothing frozen on it 
and no rust inside the motor,” Car- 
roll points out. He gets 30 miles 
a gallon on gas. 


Even the rubber floormat, 
stamped ‘‘Cadillac’’ was. in excel- 
lent shape. 


The serial number is 1005 and 
the engine number 20972. The car 
was made under the old Selden 
patent of Nov. 5, 1895. 


‘It is a “Side-winder” — cranks 


from under the seat on the left. 


side. 


It starts with a “pop”, but does- 
n’t take any effort to crank. 

The steering wheel, by the way, 
is on the right. 


The starting gear, low, is a pedal 
on the floor. It has no clutch, just 
slip it in gear and away it takes. 

The travelling gear, high, is lo- 
cated on the outside to the driver's 
right. Shoved forward, it’s high, 
pulled back it’s reverse. 

The brake pedal has a little gad- 
get you hit which makes it into 
an ‘emergency brake. 


The engine doesn’t have any oil 
in it. A power lubricator drops oil 
to the main bearings (two of them), 
to the piston and connecting rod. 

Carroll was lucky. He found four 
30 x 3% tires that a local firm 
had had in stock for some time. 

He got them for two bucks apiece 
...they’re clincher type. 

The first public appearance for 
the Cadillac will be Friday's Safety 
Parade (if 702 stands). 

“I stop traffic everywhere I go,” 
Carroll laughed. 

“Sunday, out for a spin, every- 
time I stopped eight or 10 cars 
stopped too, just like a caravan.” 

And of course, everybody finally 
gets around to asking him if he'll 
sell it. 

He might sell it or he might 
trade it for a new one, but I'd 
guess off hand, that he wouldn't.

Marked By Success 


Retired magnolia magnate Herbert Royston of Westwood 
was triumphant today, his 50-year quest for a Stutz Bearcat 


ending in astounding success, 


when a Kansas farm yielded 


a bumper crop of this early model auto. 


A director of the long-estab- 
lished Horseless Carriage Club of 
Los Angeles, an organization 
dedicated to the preservation of 
early automobiles, Royston, 
whose goggles-and-gauntlets af- 
fection is particularly intense in 
the veteran sports car quarter, 
has long given garage space to a 
brace of Mercer Raceabouts, a 
Marmon speedster and other ven- 
erable sportsters, each restored 
to showroom splendor, while 
tendering -with equal reverence 
a vacant place for the renowned 
Stutz, a sports car which was the 
rage of the college campus in the 
long ago teens of this century. 

About to concede the non- 
existence of this model, Royston 
was resting comfortably at home 
under his physician's care today, 
suffering from _ over - excess- 
elation, as the result of a tele- 
gram received this morning from 
Hutchinson, Kansas.

Dispatched to the scene of the 
discovery a Mirror correspondent 
investigated. 
Stacked on end, and one upon 
another in the deserted silo the 


four cobwebbed crates, he 
learned, were believed by the 
present owners of the farm to 


have held a knocked-down mail- 
order windmill. Discovery of the 
early autos came as a disappoint- 
ment to the wheat-croppers, who 
had felt that someday they might 
have use for the ‘‘windmill’’ as- 
sumed to have been in the cases. 

HOW the factory-packed early 
autos had come to be entombed 
in the silo was immediately a 
perplexing problem.

It seems that when ready for 
college, in late 1913, the boy's 
father wanted him to stay on at 
the farm as an experience hand. 
To make the boy feel he wasn't 


letting the world pass him by, as 
a Christmas gesture the old 
farmer bought his son the college 
boy’s delight—a Stutz Bearcat. 
complete with a fur coat, the 
raging collegiate costume of the 
era. 

Each Fall, when the boy re- 
newed interest in college, his 
father dissuaded him by the same 
“‘bribery,”’ even though the bust- 
ling activity of these great wheat 
years allowed the boy no time 
to unpack them. 


This unusual activity con- 
tinued for four years, from 1913 
to 1916. The fifth season brought 
a slackening crop and his father 
belatedly saw the wisdom in a 
scientific crop study. His speed- 
ster-plied offspring was bundled 
off to Kansas Aggie with his best 
wishes. 

More conservative than his 
father, though equally impracti- 
cal, Jonés recalls, the boy was 
perfectly content to go havers 
with him on a_ second-hand 
Brush, rather than bother to 
have a Stutz shipped to school. 
Ultimately they ran this little 
car all thru the college years. 

Several seasons after gradu- 
ation, according to Jones, the 
friendship waned when his buddy 
sold the farm, which he in- 
herited in the interim, and mi- 
grated to Southern California to 
apply a scientific approach to 
vast, newly-acquired orange 
groves. 

Indireetliy, many years’ later, 
Jones learned of his college 
friend’s demise. The elderly Mc- 
Phersonite displayed a yellowed 
press clipping which, in effect, 
said that his fraternal brother 
had died of a broken heart soon 
following the famous ‘‘Freeze of 
49.” 

H. O. Stockwell, known for 
generations in the Kansas area 
as an antiquarian of broad in- 
terests, was called in by the cur- 
rent owner when the shining 
varnish and large glittering brass 
Rushmores were brought to sun- 


light after factory installed 
wraps, mostly linen, were ripped 
off the mysterious, unexpected 
forms, to reveal the sports cars. 

In turn Stockwell notified 
Royston, whom he knew to be 
at least blandly interested in cars 
of this manufacture. 

While in Westwood this morn- 
ing, Royston, in an exclusive in- 
terview to the Mirror, com- 
mented, ‘I can’t believe it!’’ His 
wife confidentially revealed to 
the pressmen that Herb had 
wired Stockwell, not only an af- 
firmative reply, but shipping 
instructions as _ well, within 
thirty-seconds after receiving the 
staggering communique. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Royston, her husband 
opened the lengthy telegram 
with a note of concern regarding 
the fur coats, inquiring as to 
their size.
